Your  Worship  and  Members  of  the  Council:- 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  Borough  for  the  year 
ended  31st  December,  1968. 


Vital  Statistics 

Population  *—  5,500  The  annual  increase  of  150  —  200 
in  population  which  has  been  occurring  over  the  past  three 
or  four  years  has  risen  this  year  by  an  estimated  330, 
bringing  the  figure  to  five  and  a  half  thousand. 

Birth  Rate  There  were  35  more  births  credited  to  the 
town  this  year  than  in  1967  thereby  raising  the  birth  rate 
to  a  level  well  above  last  year’s  figure  and  considerably  in 
advance  of  the  national  rate. 

Death  Rate  78  residents  of  the  town  died  during  1968 
—  23  more  than  in  the  previous  year.  The  corrected  death 
rate  is  consequently  raised  to  15.6  per  1,000  population  and 
now  stands  considerably  in  advance  of  the  rate  for  England 
and  Wales  as  a  whole  (11.9).  55%  of  deaths  were  due 
primarily  to  Cardio  vascular  disorders  and  20%  to  malignant 
disease. 

Infant  Mortality  4  infants  died  during  the  year  before 
reaching  the  age  of  one  year  —  2  from  pneumonia  and 
2  from  birth  injury.  While  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  is, 
therefore,  raised  this  year  to  a  level  greatly  in  advance  of 
the  national  figure,  it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  actual 
deaths  involved  is  small  and  consequently  wide  variations 
in  rate  will  occur  from  year  to  year. 
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Social  Conditions 


Housing  All  the  remaining  properties  in  the  Green  Street 
area  were  purchased  during  the  year  and  families  rehoused 
where  necessary.  The  Grove  Court  Housing  Scheme  for  aged 
persons  did  not  receive  Ministerial  consent  but  permission 
has  been  given  for  the  scheme  to  proceed  on  a  modified  scale. 

22  key  worker  dwellings  were  approved  by  the  Ministry 
and  it  is  anticipated  that  these  will  be  erected  in  1969. 

With  the  offer  of  an  additional  Public  Health  Inspector, 
increased  attention  has  been  focussed  on  slum  clearance 
resulting  in  several  unfit  dwellings  being  dealt  with  under 
the  provision  of  the  Housing  Act. 

Main  Drainage  Schemes  were  approved  during  the  year 
to  provide  main  drainage  in  the  Westwood  Road  area  and 
also  in  the  Northern  part  of  Ramsey  Road. 

As  the  town  expands  the  sewage  disposal  problem  increases. 
Concern  has  already  been  expressed  in  connection  with  the 
sludge  drying  facilities. 

In  conclusion  I  should  like  to  express  my  thanks  to 
Mr.  Reeson  and  all  other  members  of  the  Department’s  staff 
for  the  assistance  they  have  given  me  and  for  all  the  work 
they  have  done  during  the  year.

WATER  SUPPLIES 

Both  quantity  and  quality  has  again  been  satisfactory 
and  there  have  been  no  complaints  received  during  the 

year. 


SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

There  has  been  difficulty  in  dealing  with  the  sludge  from 
the  Works,  but  alternative  methods  are  being  investigated 
in  order  to  find  a  solution  at  a  cost  which  the  Borough 
can  afford. 

In  order  to  deal  with  new  development,  extensions  to 
the  original  scheme  have  had  to  be  considered.  New 
sewers  will  be  laid  to  deal  with  the  Ramsey  Road  area 
and  a  new  gravity  sewer  will  replace  the  sewage  disposal 
works  in  Westwood  Road.  This  will  enable  houses  not 
now  on  the  sewer  to  be  taken  in. 


RIVERS  AND  STREAMS 

In  order  to  relieve  the  flow  in  a  water  course  which 
takes  water  from  the  Somersham  Road  area,  and  so 
attempt  to  prevent  backflowing  on  to  the  Industrial  Estate, 
a  watercourse  from  near  the  Manchester  Arms  by  the 
Mobile  Homes  Park,  and  entering  the  Farthing  Lane 
drain,  was  cleaned  out. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION 

Tne  collection  has  again  been  carried  out  in  a  very 
satisfactory  manner. 

The  Council  is  considering  reports  on  the  possibility  of 
carrying  out  the  collection  in  the  Borough  by  its  own 
Labour  Force  and  with  its  own  vehicles.  It  is  being 
suggested  that  the  collection  could  be  from  back  doors.

for  the  storage  and  sale  of  ice  cream, 
and  there  are  no  Manufacturers. 


(e)  PROSECUTIONS  The  following  prosecutions  were 

taken,  with  the  results  shown 

1)  Wholesaler  fined  £25  plus  costs  for  bread 
containing  silica. 

2)  Retailer  fined  £5  for  selling  yoghurt 
containing  foreign  matter. 

3)  Retailer  found  not  guilty  of  selling  mutton 
which  was  unfit. 

4)  Retailer  fined  £25  plus  costs  for  selling 
pork  pie  which  was  unfit. 
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
